in Moscow. 


The record of his Moscow mission from 1946-1949 — ‘just published in 
Britain in a book entitled "Moscow Mission" —is the refreshing story 


of a man capable of making up his mind on the 


int world affairs today. 


General Bedell Smith gives 
the impression of having gone 
to. his Moscow appointment 
with a soldier's readiness to 
co-operate with Allies | and 
stil, during the period af the 
post-war  hon¢ymoon with 
Russiu, came to definite .zon- 
clusions about the aims of the 
Soviet forvign policy.

Owing to the increase in tho incidonce ‘of typhoid, : 
Government. was compolled to discontinue the 


distribution of raw nightsoil in the: New Tor- 
ritories, said'tho quarterly report of the Agri- 


cultural Dopartment. 


This step was taken after very careful considera- 
tion and with great reluctance as it was 
realised that it would not only be a_ bitter 
blow to the farming community but also 


affects production. 


The inerense in the Incidence 
of typhoid was so marked that 
Government was unable to; 
give farmers notice of the sus- 
pension of supplies which 
ceased ‘forthwith, This was 
unfortunate for such 
farmera os: water spinach 
growers who depend very 
Jargely on nightsoil. 1

Immediately the decision to 
suspend distribution of raw 
nightsoil was made, the 
maturing station at Castle 
Peak was reopened and the 
Mling of tanks commenced 
immediately, the first barge 
arriving on June 26. 

With the cessation of supplies 
of raw nightsoll the farmers in 
Tsunwan and Fanling were offer- 
ed the matured compost lying at 
Tsunwan, No charge was made 
for the compost, providing they 
cupped their own transport and 
labour, The response was mont 
encouraging 

Dry weather was experience: 
st the beginalng of April when 
farmers were busy trausplanting 
their first evop. In aplte of a 
diMeult planting season the crop 
prospects are excellent and it ir 
anticipated that this crop will be 
above the average ia yield,
